The Appeal to Minneapolis for Aid—A Re- 
lief Train Sent to the Scene. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 14.—The first 
knowledge of the disaster at St. Cioud and 
Sauk Rapids was contained in the following 
telegram sent to Mayor Ames from St. Cloud, 
ascing for help: 

Mayor Ames, Minneapolis: A terrible and destruct- 
ive cyclone passed over St. Cloud and Sauk Rapids 
late this afternoon. There was terrible destruc- 
tion here. Plekse sent up all the assistance you 


can immediately by a special train. Send physi- 
Clans and surgeons. 


Telegrams to the following effect were re- 
ceived from Sauk Rapids; 


To Mayor Ames, Minneapolis: Can you send a spe- 
cial train with physicians to this city? A cyclone 


passed over the city this afternoon. A great many 


are believed to have been killed, but the number 
is not yet known.

help. The train for St. Cloud left at 6 o'clock.

man for the destitute. 


A Wheel of Destruction in Iowa—Coon 
Rapids and Story City Visited—One Boy 
Killed at the Former Place — Property 
Swept Away. 

Coon Rapips, Ia., April 14.—[Special.]—The 
town was devastated by acyclone at 4:30 this 
afternoon. The wind traveled from south to 
north, and took everything in its path. One 
child was picked up and carried several rods, 
and when found was dead. Two others were 
injured. The buildings blown down were two 
churches, one skating rink, fifteen dwellings, 
and one blacksmith shop. The loss will reach 
$60,000. 

Des Mornss, Ia., April 14.—[Special. |—Ad- 
vices from Story City, Story County, forty 
miles north of here, say that a tornado passed 
over that region moving north at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon, unroofing several houses and 
biowing down barns. Some persons were slight- 
ly injured, but no deaths. The cloud was ac- 
companied by a trightful roaring as it moved 
north along the line of the river. 

Reports from trainmen sbow that the storm 
this afternoon was widespread, dividing in 
the northern part of the State and cutting two 
swarths. The weather in this city has been 
close and sultry with summer beat ali day, and 
much electricity in the air. West on the Rock 
Islan@ Road for half a mile, between 
Atiantic and Wiota, the storm blew down the 
wires and many houses. North, eighty or 100 
miles, the storm reappeared with much fury 
in the vicinity of Rockwell City in Calhoun 
County and Fonda in Pocahontas County. At 
the latter place the storm divided, moving 
toward Minnesota in two sections. But meager 
reports can be obtained, as so many wires are 
down. 

Later reports from the storm show that it 
was very destructive in the vicinity of Atlantic, 
where its path was half a mile wide, destroying 
a number of dwellmg-houses and one school 
bouse, from which the scholars fied dnd es 
caped with their lives by hiding in a cave near 
by.

HORRIBLY DISFIGURED. 


THE FEARFUL ACCIDENT TO YOUNG 
BROOKS, THE HARVARD STUDENT. 


An Explosion Throws a Lot of Concentrated 
Sulphuric Acid Into His Face—Carried a 
Long Distance to a Doctor—His Father, 
Dr. Almon Brooks of This City, Charges 
the Professors with Negligence and Will 
Bring Suit for $50,000 Damages. 


Francis Brooks, aged 19 years, the son of 
Dr. Almon Brooks, No. 2548 Indiana avenue, 
lies at his home a sad victim to the dangerous 
chemical experiments which young students 
are permitted to make at college and the al- 
leged ignorance, carelesness, and secretiveness 
of certain of the faculty of Harvard. Young 
Brooks entered as a first-year student in the 
academic department of Harvard last year, 
and returned to Chicago a little over two weeks 
ago terribly scarred and disfigured for life 
from the effects of sulphuric acid. To a Tris- 
UNE reporter who called last fight Dr. Brooks 
related the following story of how his son met 
with the unfortunate accident: While my son 
Francis was performing one of the experiments 
in the laboratory prescribed in the chemical 
course he was terribly burned about the face. 
The apparatus of the experiment consisted of 
a flask containing concentrated sulphuric acid 
connected by atube witn another flask con- 
taining sal soda and water. The flask contain- 
ing the sulphuric acid had also another tube 
communicating with an air space above the 
acid. The object of the experiment being pri- 
marily to set free carbonic acid gas from the 
sal soda, the mouth is applied to the exhaust- 
tube connecting with the air above the acid in 
the sulphuric acid flask. A vacuum being 
caused the resultant upward pressure vauses 
the sulphuric acid’ to rise through the tube 
connecting with the sal soda flask. The result 
is the disengagement of carbonic acid gas which 
again passes over the tube towards the flask 
containing the acid. In this particular case 
an unexpectedly large volume of the gas 
passed over to the sulphuric acid flask and 
forced the acid up the exhaust tube. My son. 
fortunately withdrew his mouth just at the 
moment from the tube or be would have been 
killed on the spot. As it was the concentrated 
sulpburic acid, or vitriol, poured over the rigut 
side of bis forehead and ran in channels down 
his right cheek and the same side of his nose. 
All the skin of the right side of the forehead 
down to the areolar tissue has been destroyed. 
the entire skin of the right eyelid is completely 
gone, the eyebrow is wiped out, the right 
chesk and corresponding side of the nose are 
terribly furrowed and part of the cartilage of 
the rigbt nostril is completely burned away. 
There are also burns on the left temple and 
left cheek. But for the fact that my boy wore 
glasses one or both eyes would inevitably 
bave been burned out. As soon as the 
alarm was given Prof. Sanger, the assistant to 
Prof. Jackson in charge of the laboratory, 
rushed in, but he simply snapped his tingers 
and, in utter ignoraace, cried out, What is 
the antidote for sulphuric acid?’ Instead of 
putting my doy's head under a hydrant, or ap- 
plying magnesia or some alkali t6 the wound, 
he led the boy, who was blinded and suffering 
the most terrible agony. to a dovtor's office 
five blocks away. This doctor could afford no 
potent advice, 60 the poor boy, still suffering 
the most exquisit agony from the vitriol, 
which was buraing deeper and deeper in, was 
led away to a Dr. Hildreth’s office near at hand. 
Dr. Hildreth had the sense to apply some oil 
to the wounds, and my son was then taken 
back to the college, where, after a consultation 
between President Eliot and Profs. Jack- 


son and Sanger, they determined to 
send him to the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, seven miles distant. 


While there the professors made no inquiries 
about his condition, but did their best to sup- 
press the fact that such an accident had oo 
curred. They didn’t even telegraph me about 
the terrible accident. It was only through a 
dispatch from Dr. Hildreth that I got to know 
the truth. Now, my boy bad a comfortably- 
furnisbed room near the laboratory, where be 
ought to have been treated, witnout being sub- 
jected to the strain of being conveyed seven 
miles after passing through such an ordeal. I 
hurried off to Boston, and on my way read in 
the Herala that my son bad been burned about 
the neck and arms. I was little prepared for 
seeing the fearful injuries which be had sus- 
tained about the face when Il arrived at the 
hospital. The evident object of the college au- 
thorities was to conceal the true nature of the 
injuries and the cause lest parents should be 
alarmed, and my poor boy has been made the 
scapegoat for their ignorance and alarm. I 
brought bim bome two weeks ago last Friday, 
and since then he bas had two dangerous hem- 
orrbages, the result of the acid eating into 
anartery in the nostril. He is now getting 
along pretty fairly. Such an experiment as 
caused the accident is utterly irrationul and 
dangerous, and besides after the damage was 
done some of the professors ought to have 
bad the common sense to understand what was 
the right treatment for such an accident. The 
college authorities ought tobe madean ex- 
ample of, ana I shall shortly bring a criminal 
suit against them, as well as a damage suit 
for 850.000.“ 

The reporter had an opportunity of seeing 
the unfortunate victim of the accident, and 
found that Dr. Brooks’ account of his son’s in- 
juries was in no wise exaggerated. 
The disfigurement will de terrible. Ef- 
forts will be made by skin- 
grafting to detract from the vast surface of 
cicatrical tissue, but nothing that the surgeon's 
skill can effect will eradicate the traces 
of the cruel furrows of the flery vitrol. 
Young Brooks explained that all the warning 
he got from the Professor prior to the experi- 
ment was that some one was burned in trying 
this experiment every year and to be careful 
about getting any of the acid into his mouth. 


HUBLED FROM THE TRACK. 


A Union Pacific Passenger-Train Wrecked 
in Southern Nebraska—Two Coaches Roll 
Into a River, Killing a Child and Seriously 
Injuring Several Others. 

LINCOLN, Neb., April 14.—| Special.]|—A fatal 
railroad accident, resulting in the instant death 
of a little girl and ser‘ous injuries to several 
other passengers, occurred on the Republican 
Valley Branch of the Union Pacific &t an early 
hour this morning. The passenger-train due 
here at 9 o’clock left Oketa, Kas., bound north, 
a little behind time. Soon after, while running 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour, the train 
encountered a loose rali. The entire train was 
buried from the track and two passenger- 
coaches rolled over and over into the Biue 
River, which is six feet deep at that point. 
Fortunately the cars burst open and the pas- 
sengers were saved fromdrowning. Following 
is a list of dead and injured:

Considering the na- 
ture of the disaster itis a miracle that more 
were not killed. Conductor Rogers arrived 
bere on a special train at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. He says the accident was caused by 
the spreading ot a ral while the train was 
rounding a curve. Had not the cars burst open 
while rolling down the embankment very few 
if eny of the occupants would have escaped 
drowning. The injured ones are receiving 
proper attention and all who are able will be 
forwarded tonight to their destinations.

NOT WORTH THE TROUBLE. 


Frank Warren Concludes to Drop the Con- 
test in the First Ward—A Beautiful 
Scheme in the Ninth—The West Park 
Board Vacancy—The Election Commis- 
sioners. 

The Aldermanic contest in the First Ward is 
at an end. -Ald. Whelan was beginning to feel 
very shaxy ih bis seat with only twenty major- 
ity and claims of fifty-three illegal votes 
against him. He expressed bis fear by 
saying the Election Committee of the 
Council was Republican four to one and 
he had no show; that a prima facie 
case would be made out and his opponent 
seated. Frank Warren had a conference with 
his lawyers in George A. Gibbs’ office in tho 
Adams Express Buudme yesterday, and came 
to the conclusion that the seat in the Council 
was not worth the expense and trouble of a 
contest, and be therefore concluded to let the 
matter go by default, The lawyers thought 
the Election Commi would have jurisdic 
tion to investigate es of illegal voting, 
although the opinion the Corporation Coun- 
sel sent to the Cou last Monday said the 
Council had power ly to inquire into the 
qualifications of its members. 

Gossip on the street yesterday had it that 
Pat Sanders intended to have George Mueller 
arrested for illegal voting, still claiming he was 
not acitizen. But 8 rs will not proceed in 
his contest or take 
against Mueller until he has secured better 
evidence. 

There are rumors ip Ninth Ward of a 
scheme by which Gaynor is to be seated in 
spite of his defeat, which has escaped the no- 
tice of the Republicans sofar. The Govern- 
ment office that was offered to Duffy is now 
offered to Ald. Mahoney, and in return he is ex- 
pected to resign his seat in the Council. Ma- 
boney admitted at a conference recently held on 
thie subject that be could not be reélected and 
would be willing to resign if he got the office 
in question. A stili-huntisto be commenced 
by Gaynor’s friends, and when Mahoney re- 
signs and a special election is called the Ke- 
publicans are to be taken by surprise and an 
overwhelming majority given to Gaynor for 
the unexpired term of Ald.

THE BOARD OF TRADE, 


The Quarter’s Rent Due on the Chamber of 
Commerce Building April 1 Paid—The 
Call’s Practical Death-Llow—Mx. David 
Wormser Given a Vacation. 

The directors ot the Board of Trade deter- 
mined at their last meeting to pay the quar- 
ter’s rent due on the Chamber of Commerce 
Building April 1, and sent the following com- 
munication to the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday: 


BOARD OF TRADE, CHICAGO, April 14, 1886.—EZr- 
nest Carter, Esq., Secretary Chamber of Commerce, 
City—DEAR SIR: For the purpose of avoiding any 
appearance of unfairness on the part of the Board 
of Trade toward the Chamber of Commerce the di- 


, rectors have instructed me, by vote at their regu- 


lar meeting held the 13th inst., to hand you the in- 
closed check for $5,000, the amount of rent which 
had accrued before the board gave you notice of 
its intention to stand on its legal rights with refer- 
ence to payment of future rents. But the board 
directs me further to say that this payment is not 
to be construed as a change in the position of this 
board, which position was based upon the opinion 
of its attorney, a copy of which opinion has been 
handed to you; or as a waiver of the rights of tne 
board to an accounting for past rents wrongfully 
received by the Chamber of Commerce, although 
the attorney of this board advised that the right to 
such accounting may stand upon a different basis 
in some respects from the right to resist the pay- 
ment of future rents accruing after the notice 
you have received. Very respectfully, 
GEORGE F. STONE, Secretary. 
President Wright came to the conclusion 
over a week ago that it was expedient to pay 
the Chamber of Commerce the outstanding 
quarter's rent, and so informed Judge Smith, 
the attorney of the board. It was under these 
instructions that the directors acted at their 
last meeting. Mr. Wright, however, is strong 
in asserting that when July 1 arrives no more 
rent will be paid unless the board has been 
put in possession of tho office story claimed. 
The members of the Board of Trade have no 
use for a call. Such must be accepted as the 
meaning of the vote on Cyrus H. Adams’ 
amendment yesterday. The amendment pro- 
vides that if there be a call the hours of such 
cali shall be durmg the regular bours of trad- 
ing in the exchange hail. Three nundred and 
fifty-three members voted for the amendment 
and 313 against, thus giving a majority of 40 
for Mr. Adams’ proposition. It was 
pretty generaily understood on ‘Change 
that the’ success of the Adams amendment 
meant the funeral of the call, as when a call 
was run on the same basis last summer it 
proved an utter failure. Still there were a 
good many members who did not understand 
the exact bearing of the amendment, so Secre- 
tary Stone appeared in the gallery about noon 
and attempted to straighten things out. After 
fatboming the mysteries of the amendment, 
he concluded as follows: The paradox is this: 
Cheers.] It you wish to vote against a call 
you must vote for it.“ [Deafeningcheers.| A 
majority of the members took his advice, and 
the call, as far as any practical utility is coa- 
cerned, is thus effectually squelcbed, 
@The name of David Wormser was posted on 
Change yesterday as having becn suspended 
for thirty days for disorderly conduct. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Wormser had a little argument 
with Fred Kersten at the sample tables about 
two weeks ago, during which such compli- 
ments as “You're not a gentleman,” and 
“you're a liar” were interchanged. Mr. 
Wormser, by way of emphasis, planted a left- 
hander on little Fred Kersten’s underjaw, and 
that is why the board bas granted him a 
month’s vacation.

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


FRANK HURD ROUNDS UP HIS POLIT- 
ICAL CAREER. 


By a Vote of 168 to 105 the House Decides 
that He Has No Grounds on Which to 
Base an Election Contest, and Further 
Declares Without Division that Romeis 
Was Lawfully Chosen from the Tenth 
Ohio District. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—[Special. ] 
—Frank Hurd bas rounded up one stage of his 
political career. By a vote of 168 to 105 the 
House gave voice to the opinion that he had 
no grounds on which to base a contest. Hurd 
is bitterly disappointed, but this was to be ex- 
pected, as he would at no time sccept the ad- 


_vice of Democrats, who told him he had abso- 
lutely no case and should not press on them 


the necessity of saying so by a formal vote. 
He thought if a chance were given 
him to plead his own case on the 
floor his personal appeals would prevail. There 
were many Democrats anxious to find the ex- 
cuse for seating him. That they could not do 
so notwitbstunding their bias is not considered 
much of a tribute to his argument. The 
speech-making was opened by Hall of Iowa, 
who did not think either Hurd or Romeis en- 
titled to the seat. He thought the evidence 
showed there had been violations of the law in 
at least two precincts and that there had not 
been a legal election. Mr. Ely of Massachu- 
Betts spoke briefly in support of Ro- 
meis. He was followed by Hopkins of 
Illinois, who made a clear-cut legal argument, 
exposing the fallacies on which Hurd’s ad- 
vocates sought to build up their case. it was 
Mr. Hopkins’ maiden effort. His line of argu- 
ment attracted the attention of the lawyers on 
both sides of the House. Pettibone of Tennes- 
see, in the few minutes allowed to him, read 
from the sworn testimony of the man Gesting- 
er, on whose evidence it was proposed to 
throw out the Toledo precinct, to show 
the man was utterly unworthy of belief. 
Green of North Carolina talked 
very briefly and incoherently in Hurd’s 
behalf, and then Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
though not a member of the Election Commit- 
tee, was given a hearing. Breckinridge has 
been tne especial champion of Hurd, and 
made several canvasses of the Democratic 
members to see if Romeis could not be unseat- 
ed. His specch today was a sort of allegory— 
very good as a specimen of Kentucky elo- 
quence—but with little bearing on the contest 
under consideration. 

The contestant was given an hour’s hearing 
on the motion of Chairman Turner. He bad a 
fine audience to listen tohim. The galleries 
were packed, all the House members were in 
their seats, and numerous Senators had left 
their own Chamber. Hurd has been sadly 
missed this session by the Democrats, who 
have been made painfully aware that he was 
their strongest debater. The other speakers had 


confessedly failed to make out a case for him, 
and the result hinged on ais own persuasive 
powers. He made his points clear at the 
start. He proposed to establish general 
bribgry and irregularities at the Toledo 
precinct which should cause it to be thrown 
outentirely. He proposed to establish intangi- 
ble intimidation at Kelley’s Island, ana with- 
out going further demand that it be rejected. 
As to the first point after his rhetorical fire- 
works had been exhausted it did not take long 
to show that be was straining both the er 
dence and the law to uphold his position. 
When be quoted several English decisions 
there was ap omen that they bad not convinced 
his lawyer listeners. Coming around to 
Kelley's Island, be again became very elo- 
quent, urging his theory of intangible intimi- 
dation, practiced by a man named Kelley od 
his employés, without regard to the weight 
ot evidence in support of it. In following up 
this idea Hurd boldly declared that where in- 
timidauon was alleged the burden of proving 
the contrary was on the contestee, It was a 
sight to make the angels weep when the mem- 
bers from the bulldozed Southern districts 
broke out in rapturous applause at his finely- 
turned pleas for a free ballot. Said he: 

There is something revolting in the intimidation 
of employés by their employers. Shame on the 
cause which would perpetuate sucha crime against 
labor in its own interest! Shame on the party 
that would deliberately engage in tne work of un- 
manning men! |Appluuse.} Kelley had stated 
that he was protecting his business. Ido not 
know of any business which required a violation of 
law in its interest. Enterprises might loom into 
seeming prosperity, lines of trade might be cast in 
every direction, wealth might be gathered from all 
nations, but if the business must succeed through 
crime and violation of law the day would come when 
the enterprises would fail, the trade would be 
lost, and wealth would not remain. I want 
Kelley and every other employer to un- 
derstand that they may own their acres, their 
plant, their machinery, but they do not own their 
men. [Applause.] Thereis aline beyond which 
they should not go. They may persuade, they may 
argue, they may convince, but they must not 
threaten, they must not coerce, they must not 
compel. That is the lesson which the law taught; 
that is the lesson I would have the House teach to- 
day. Letit teach every employer in America that 
if he intimidates any man iu his employ he does 
it at his risk, for every such vote he attempted to 
influence would be lost, unless it was affirmatively 
shown, that the influence did not effect its purpose. 
Letit teach employers to respect the dignity of 
labor and the dignity of manhood. Letit teach 
them that no wealth, however great, can rob the 
humblest citizen of the right of suffrage, and no 
manufacturing interest, however potential, shall 
be permitted to interfere with the freedom of 
elections. 

In concluding Hurd touched the keynote of 
his whole contest. He told a pitiful tale of 
the Ohio election in October, 1884; how the Re- 
publicans bad massed all their strength; how 
all the protection monopoiists of the country 
bad used their energies to defeat him. He had 
been stricken down, he said. Had it been 
fairly done he would have waited patiently for 
the kindlier hand of a more tender fate to lift 
him up. But believing he bad been unfairly 
stricken down he had come to a Democratic 
House to be lifted up. 

This was a fine peroration and caused Hurd 
to receive many congratulations. But the ef- 
fect of it was soon lost in the pitiless analysis 
of it by Chairman Turner. At the outset he 
made some savage thrusts at the Democrats, 
who were trying to seat Hurd on partisan 
grounds. Referring to the McKinley-Wallace 
case Mr. Turner said Hurd had then made a 
great virtue of rising above party. Now the 
speaker proposed to be equally independent, 
He referred to the arguments of Breckinridge 
and the others with unconcealed contempt, 
and then gave bis attention exclusively to Mr. 
Hurd. What the latter had omitted, misrepre- 
sented, or imagined was set forth very deliber- 
ately and with caustic comment on the motives 
which could cause such an argument 
to be made on a judicial question. 
The alleged intimidation at Keliy’s Island was 
dismissed very briefly by reading the actual 
evidence given in Hurd’s own behalf. He 
closed by reading some of the English decisions 
which Hurd had brought forward and show- 
ing wherein they bad been perverted. Hurd's 
friends still boped that party pressure would 
prevail. They would bave been content sim- 
ply to have Romeis unseated and with this 
idea got that proposition first votedon. Beach 
of New York was the first Democrat on 
the roll who voted in the negative, but soon 
enough names were caught to show that the 
scheme had failed. The negative Democratic 
votes were not confined to any section, and 
this showed that the opposiuon to Hurd grew 
out of no local or personal feeling. So sturdy 
a partisan as Holman voted against him, which 
gave the cue to others. When Morrison’s 
name was called he emphasized his Aye,“ but 
without effect. It was observed later that 
Randalls No“ could be heard very distinctly.

Arguments were begun in the Supreme Court 
today on the Wabash Railroad appeal from the 
Iliinois Supreme Court decision. H. 8. Green 
of Springfield made the opening speech. He 
sought to show that the principle invoived in 
this case was not covered in the Granger decis- 
ions. Following tais line, he argued the un- 
constitutionality of the Illinois regulation. At- 
torney-General Hunt began his reply shortly 
before the adjournment and will finish tomor- 
row. Hetook the twofold position, holding 
that the decision of the Illinois Supreme Court 
upholding the constitutionality of the reguia- 
tion was affirmative of the Granger decisions, 
and also arguing for it on independent 
grounds, W. C. Goudy will close tor the Wa- 


The adoption by the House of the report 
made by the Committee on Rules today will 
insure some legislation to protect the public 
domain. The resolution was introduced by the 
Public Lands Committee, and provides that it 
shall have leave after the morning hour to 
call up bills reported by it for the forfeiture of 
land-grants to railroads and other corporations, 
to prevent speculation in public lands, and for 
che reservation of the public domain for the 
benefit of bona fide settlers. Only special 
orders and revenue and appropriation bilis 
have the preference. The committee will 
probably first ask action on the more impor- 
tant railroad forfeitures. There are. how- 
ever, some other measures that will receive 
early attention. Judge Payson's bill for the 
repeal of the preémption laws is one of these. 
Others aim to correct the frauds that have 
been practiced under the timber culture and 
homestead acts. 

Senator Van Wsck introduced a resolution 
today requesting the Secretary ot the Interior 
to inform the Senate why and by what author- 
ity the Government seized timber cut by 
settiers on public lands and sold the same 
without making any recompense to the owners. 
The motive of the resolution is found in the 
reports which have come in from settlers that 
the land officials have sold timber belonging to 
men who have tulfilled every condition re- 
quired by the Government in making land 
entries, on the pretext that the entries were 
fraudulent. 


UNEQUAL REPRESENTATION. 


The City Needs Redistricting Owing to Its 
Peculiar Growth—What Will the Alder- 
men Do? 

Now that the new Aldermen hare got through 
receiving the congratulations or the commis- 
serations of their friends, as the case may be, 
they are beginning to settle down to consider 
the necessities and needs of the city and the 
best method of providing for them, and the 
best plans of legisiation. One of the probiems 
which already confronts the Council is the ne- 
cessity for a ~ew redistricting of the city into 
wards. The present system of redistricting is 
practically about eixhteen years old. In 1868 
the city was divided into twenty wards. When 
the G2neral Incorporation act was adopted to 
prolong Colvin's term in 1875 the old First and 
Second were consolidated. making the First. 
ana the Nineteenth and Twentieth were put 
into the Eighteenth. This was a reduction of 
two waras. Nothing has been done since. 
And while some of the wards, owimg to 
the displacement of dweilings by busi- 
ness blocks and manufacturing establish- 
ments, bave decreased in population, others 
have doubled, and some have quadrupled. The 
Ninth Ward, for instance, bas 2,059 votes and 
but 18,329 population according to the last 
census, while the Fourteenth Ward has a popu- 
lation of 81,380 and 6,191 registered voters. 
The Tenth Ward has but 3,500 voters ana 21,000 
inbabitants, while the Fifth Ward has 7,800 
voters and 65,791 inhabitants. Tho Ninth and 
Tenth Wards, however, have as many repre- 
sentatives in the council as the Fifth and 
Fourteenth. The people of the latter wards 
are complaining. They urge a redistricting of 
the city, and they are backed up by the people 
of the Fourth, Sixth, Fifteenth, and other 
Wards in this matter. The Council has the 
power in its hands if it will utilize it. It is 
provided by the General Incorporauon act that 
the City Council may from time to time di- 
vide the city into one-half as many wards as 
the total number of Aldermen to which the 
city is entitied. . . In the formation of 
wards the population of each shall be as nearly 
equal, and the ward shall be of as compact and 
contiguous territory as practicabie.”’ 

From this it will appear that the Aldermen 
are allowed a wide latitude. While they are to 
be, generally speaking, goverped by the popu- 
lation in redistricting, they are not precluded 
from taking into account other circumstances, 
such as the property interests of a district, its 
contribution in the way of taxes and the num- 
ber of the voters, and other matters, and they 
are to be bound as much by the question of 
contiguity and compactness of territory as by 
the question of population. A wide latitude is 
permitted. During the last couple of days dis- 
cussior has turned on these points. A majority 
of the Aldermen do not seem to favor the pro- 
position broached by a West Side member that 
the North and South Sides should be deprived 
ot an Alderman each, and that the two addi- 
tional Aldermen be given to the West Side. 
The general feeling seems to be that while tne 
city ought to be redistricted into Wards the 
South Side should be allowed to retain its ten 
Aidermen and the North Side eight. The 
school census was taken three years ago. Since 
that time the population of the North and 
South Divisions bas increased much. This is 
especially the case as far as the Fifteenth and 
Eighteenth Wards of the North Town and the 
Fourth and Fifth Wards of the South Town are 
concerned. The popuiation of the Fourth 
Ward has increased at least 25 per cent in two 
years it is believed. The registration in the 
Eighteenth and Fifteenth Wards, 5,215 and 
4,819, respectively, indicates an enormous in- 
crease im their populaton. When these facts 
are prescuted there is a general tendency to 
discourage the scheme proposed to reduce the 
representauuon of the North and South Towns 
in the Council. This simplifies matters greatly. 
That a redistrict ing will be proposed and strong- 
ly supported at an early date is certain from the 
talk among the Aidermen, several of 
whom are already at work on schemes 
the matter. 
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THE EAST ST. LOUIS STRIKERS EXHIB- 
ITING AN UGLY SPIRIT. 


Fourteen Would-Be Incendlaries Arrested 
by Troops—The Torch Applied to a Res- 
idence—A Soldier's Narrow Escape—The 
Arbitration Movement—An Appeal to 
Knights of Labor for Financial Aid te 
Carry On the War Against Gould.

East Sr. Louis, III., April 14.—|Special.]— 
At the Belt Line freight-depot today the troops 
captured fourteen men who were biding in the 
reeds of the swamp and who had sworn to 
burn the depot. Last night eight companies 
were detailed on the riverfront to guard 
against incendiarism. The threats of in- 
cendiarism against the men engaged in work- 
ing for the railroads are being carried out. 
Early this morning the house of Benjamin 
Frey, an engineer on the Illinois & Belleville 


Road, was discovered to be on fire, but the . 
family wakened in time to extmguish it. The 


outside of the buildimg had been saturated 
with coal oil before the match was applied. 
The troops here received orders to remain here 
two weeks, and the probabilities are they will 
stay here at least a month. 

This morning a saloonkeeper named James 
Maher tried to shoot a private of Company E, 
Eighth Regiment, but his weapon was taken 
awayfrom bim, and tie was removed to the 
guard-house with a man named C. J. Bailey, 
who was in the saloon at the time. 

No doubt with a desire to have the public 
believe that everything is lovely here the rail- 
roads have been sending out rosy reports 
which are not justified by the facts. They do 
not want the true situation to become known, 
though there is every reason to believe the 
strikers know it. Yesterday Gen. Reece sent 
out a request to the different railroad compa- 
nies to send him reports as to the state of af- 
fairs in order that he might make an intelli- 
gent report, and with this request 
the companies complied. Gen. Reece did 
not think the public should be kept in 
the dark, and gave out the reports to the press. 
This morning the companies notified Gen. 
Reece that they would not furnish him any 
more information if he was to make it public, 
and hereatter these reporte will be given 
only to the Governor, being sent him at Spring- 
field every afternoon. The Governor wants to 
know exactly bow the situation is, so that he 
may be able to determine how long it will be 
necessary to keep the troops bere. The rail- 
roads want the troops to stay, and that is why 
they teil the truth in their reports to the mili- 
tary. But when the newspaper men come 
around they tell a different story. 

The strikers here are jubilant over Powder- 
ly’s circulars asking all Knights of Labor to 
aid the Missouri Pacific strikers, and say that 
when they get hard up they will get all the 
money they want from their order. They say 
they will hang out forall timeif necessary, 
and this is what makes the railroads uneasy. 
The troops can’t be kept here ali the time, 


and when they go away the men 
now at work will have to sur- 
fer. The railroads report no 


progress today, the stagnation on the Belt 
Line delaying matters as much as ever, The 
Missouri Pacific yards at St. Louis are crowd- 


ed with freight, and itis useless to send cars 


across the river to any extent because there is 
no room there for them. The great want is 
switchmen, and these the roads cannot get, be- 
cause the strikers have succeeded in intimidat- 
ing all the men who have been brought here to 
work. A committee of strikers waited on sev- 


eral engineers and warned them that they 


would be killed within twenty-four bours if 
tney persisted in switching cars. The engi- 
neers only laughed at them. N 

The funeral of James Scholl the eighth 
victim of the fire of the Deputy-Sheriffs, took 
place this afternoon and was made the occa- 
sion of a great demonstration by the Knights 
of Labor both on this and the other side of the 
river, several bundred men being in line. The 
interment took place at Calvary Cemetery, St. 
Louis. 

There bas been an impression prevailing 
that the strikers may attempt to measure guns 
with the troops, but in view of the fact that 
more soldiers will be sent here should they be 
needed and a conflict would but 
injure the strikers’ cause, it is 
not thought the malcontents will resort to a 
course which could not be otherwise than 
suicidal. It has been known to the military 
authorities that the strikers have a number of 
guns, but any force they could muster would 
not be capable of coping with the troops. From 
information received by the commanding 
officer, he has been of opinion a conflict was 
among the possibilities, but he is prepared for 
any emergency, ana has sent troops into the 
worst sections of the town. The merchants of 
St. Louis today sent large quantities of pro- 
visions and fruit to the troops bere with an 
expression of their thanks for the good work 
they had been doing. 

BELLEVILLE, III., April 14.—[Special.}—Ev- 
erything was quiet here today. A posse of 
about fifty citizens armed with Springfield 
rifles, under command of Capt. Andel, patroliea 
the town in the vicinity of the railroad yards 
last evening. They were dismissed today with 
the orders to reappear when the signai should 
be given by six taps of the city-hall bell. It is 
not expected that their service will be further 
required. The condition of the deputies is 
serious.

GLADSTONE’S FRIENDS RALLYING 
AROUND HIS BANNER. 


Preparations for a Vigorous Campaign to 
Support His Home-Rule Measure—The 
Tories Also Preparing to Contest the 
Bill—Denounced at a Meeting of the 
Loyal Patriotic Union—Speeches from 
Salisbury, Hartington, and Others—The 
Second Reading Postponed Until May 10. 

Loxpox, April 14. — [Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to the Tribune. — Both Liberals and Con- 
servatives are preparing to canvass the country 
in the few weeks intervening before the second 
reading of Gladstone’s Home-Rule bill comes 
up in the House of Commons, which event it 
is announced today has been postponed to 
May 10. The Gladstoneites met at the National 
Liberal Club tbis afternoon and prepared for 
probably the most vigorous campaign England 
has ever known. Every speaker of any 
prominence has been pressed in; in strong 
Tory districts efforts will be made to have 
the workingmen adopt bome-rule resolutions; 
the Premier’s speech in full will be scattered 
by the wholesale wherever it will do the most 
good, and other points will be supplied with 
leafiets containing the striking sentences ap- 
pealing to local prejudice. Whole-sheet pos- 
ters will also be distributed with catehy sec- 
tions of the speech in flaring type. There will 
be a grand blowout at St. James Hall one 
week from tonight, which will properly open 
the campaign. 

The Tories are not seemingly so well or- 
ganized, but they are working bard neverthe- 
less. They have concluded to postpone 
until after the Faster holidays decid- 
ing whether to force a division on 
the second reading of Mr. Gladstone's 
Home-Rule bill. Tonight there was 
an immense meeting of the Loyal Patriotic 
Union in Her Majesty's Opera-House for 
the purpose of showing disapprobation of 
the Grand Old Man’s measure. The approach- 
es to the opera-bouse were besieged by crowds 
of people and the roadways were blocked 
hours before the time announced for the be- 
ginning of the proceedings. Upwards of 400 
prominent Orangemen from Belfast and Liv- 
erpool came to London to attend the meeting. 
The utmost entbusiasm prevailed among the 
crowd. In the theatre ared banner bearing 
the inscription *‘ Quis Separabit spanned the 
arch of the proscenium, and on each side bung 
a huge union jack. 

Thousands were unable to enter the house. 
The stage was decorated with union jacks and 
armorial shields, with a crown in the centre. 
Lord Hartington. Lord Salisbury, and Lord 
Randolph Churchill were received with enthu- 
siastic cheering. Some one in the audierce 
called for cheers for the Queen and groans for 
Parnell and Gladstone. The audience sang 
“Rule Britannia and listened to the reading 
of letters from the Duke ot Argyl) and the Earl 
ef Derby, in which the writers denounced the 
Home-Rule bill, saying it would be 
unworkable and would involve the king- 
dom in serious danger. Earl Cowper, 
who presided, said that they were face 
to face with a great national calamity, He 
was therefore glad to see around him repre- 
sentatives of all parties willing to unite to 
avert the danger. From his own experience as 
Viceroy of Ireland he could safely say that 
home rule was not desired by the great body of 
the Irish people. The priests had largely gone 
over to the Nationalists because they would 
join any body who would drive every other re- 
ligion out of Ireland. I[Cheers.] If the bill 
were allowed to pass, this year would be mem- 
orable in ali time as a disastrous year—as the 
beginning of the decline of the British 
Empire. Lord Hartington moved that Mr. 
Gladstone’s proposals, as they would 
tend to invalidate the legislative 
union, would prove disastrous to the interests 
of both countries. He repeated the argu- 
ments of his late speech in Parliament, con- 
tending that the country’s voice had not yet 
been beard. He credited Mr. Gladstone with 
an honest belief that the country wished a 
constitutional change, but he refused to credit 
Mr. Gladatone’s colleagues with the same be- 
lief. Mr. Rylande (Liberal), who seconded 
Lord Hartington’s motion, was loudly cheered. 
He charged that the Irish party was con- 
nected with skirmishers whose deeds had made 
humanity shudder. . 

Lord Salisbury, on rising, was greeted with 
enthusiastic applause, which was several times 
renewed. He moved that a petition em- 
bodying the sentiments of the meet 
ing be presented to Parliament. They 
were dealing, he said, with a ques- 
tion tmmeasurably beyond party differences. 
They were confronted with the greatest dan- 
ger that had ever menaced the Empire. He 
joined in eulogizing the Premier's powers, and 
said that if eloquence so great and experience 
so consummate had failed to produce a toler- 
able home-rule measure he was convinoed 
that such a measure could not be produced at 
all. [(Cheers.| ‘The debate in Parliament 
showed that the securities which were sup- 
posed to separate homerule from absolute 
separation had already been driven to the 
winds. It bad been seen to be impossible to 
give freedom to an Irish Parliament and at the 
same time preserve the fiscal unity of the 
Empire. They could not refuse the Irish Par- 
Hament power to deal with customs duties nor 
ask the Irish to contribute £4,000,000 toward 
the imperial expenditure while refusing them 
presence in the councils of the Empire; that 
would be serfdom, not freedom, |Cheers.| The 
securities for the protection of the minority, 
be continued, were also illusory. If the Irish 
Parliament obtained full, free Government it 
must bave absolute power over the minority. 
The conditions of federations sucb as those of 
Austria, Germany, and America, were not 
within the English horizon. The proposed 
scneme of federation belouged to the region of 
political ideas, not of practical realities. He 
did not maintain that the Irish were worse 
than other people, but he did bold that the 
circumstance that Ireland was centuries old 
made it impossible to believe that if entire lib- 
erty should be conceded the Irish could forget 
the animosities of ceaturles and treat those 
placed in their power for the first time with 
perfect justice and equity. (Cheers.! The 
Premier's waving wand could not efface the et- 
fects of centuries of conflict and exasperation. 
The future Government of Ireland would not 
involve unmanageable difficulties if the people 
of Eogiand remained trie to the Empire. Ire- 
land wanted a wise, firm, consistent adminis- 
tration of the law. It would be terrible it 
through Eogland's faintheartedness the Irish 
were abandoned to the anarchy; that would 
result from home rule. Whats effect 
would the fatal step proposed by Mr. 
Gladstone have on the destinies of 
the vast Englisb Empire? The contest bei ween 
Engiand and the disaffected Irish bad lasted for 
generations, and England was now asked to 
consent to an ignominious and complete sur- 
render similar to that of a great nation which 
had lost a great battle involving a loss of terri- 
tory. In conclusion the speaker said: 

England would find that separation involved loss 
of prestige. It would raise doubts as to the prow- 
ess of England; it would affect the attachment of 
the colonies and weaken England’s infiuence 
throughout the world. The capitulation desired 
by Mr. Gladstone would bring disasters to which 
nothing in English history could compare. Our 
enemies would view it with sinister exultation, our 
friends with shame. confusion, and despair. 
[Cheers. | 

Mr. Goschen seconded the motions introduced 
by Lords Hartington and Salisbury, and they 
were unanimously adopted.

ernment to dispense with further repressive 
measures in Ireland. 

Lord Randolph Churchill. speaking at the 
Beaconsfield Club this eventag, said that Mr. 
Gladstone's scheme meant absolute repeal of 
the union. The bill could not succeed. It had 
already shattered the Liberal party, and Mr. 
Gladstone alone was responsibie for it. The 
country had no confidence in the proposals. 
if Mr. Gladstone should appeal to the country 
or should retire altogether his policy would re- 
ture with him. Not a man in the Government 
desired to see the bill pass. The political life 
of England was being poisoned and paralyzed 
by the personal ascendency of one man. Mr. 
Giladstone’s polic’ would not be likely to have 
@rival. The Irish problem was insoluabie. It 
was utterly impossible to deune a method by 
which to give Ireland home rule and also to 
maintain the unity of the Empire. He urged 
the application to Ireland of those principies of 
courage, common sense, patience, and perse- 
verence which had made England great and 


prosperous. 


Sentiments from Different Sources—Senor 
Castelar Interviewed—Strong Expressions 
on the Home-Rule Subject from Other 
Sources. 
MADRID, April 14.—] Via Mackay-Bennett 

Cable to The Tribune.}—Even in Spain the 

Anglo-Irish crisis excites considerable inter- 

est. I have just interviewed Sefior Castelar, 

who bas watched Mr. Gladstone’s efforts in the 


direction of home rule with the greatest curl- 
osity and sympathy. I found him sitting in an 
arm-chair in his dining-room, suffering from 
a slight sprain of his foot, and, as usual, sur- 
rounded by his friends. Before I could put my 
question he himself broached the topic, thus: 


What a stupendous crisis England and Ireland are 
passing through! You know my old admiration 
for the veteran léader of the British Liberals, and 
i cannot tell you with what keen sympathy I am 
watching hie present enterprise. I don’t know 
if 1 most admire the tenacity of Gladstone 
or that of the Irish people. He must 
be almost a religious enthusiast, with his 
stern Protestant faith, to undertake 
at his age, in the teeth of such current opinion, 
this gigantic werk of reconciliation between two 
proud races on a basis of home rule and conces- 
sions, after the signal failure of coercion. His 
last daring plan is worthy of being the crowning 
act of his career; but it requires great religious 
feeling, profound and sincere philanthropy, hon- 
esty, and earnestness to surmount all the national 


and political obstacles in the way of such & solution. 


Who knows if he will succeed? But he has over 
his opponents one great advantage, that he knows 
what he wants and why and goes aboat it; where- 
as they criticise one of the terms of the great di- 
lema of coercion, or autonomy, and neither agree 
on the sort of coercion they would eleet to carry 
out nor have any middle course likely 
to rally all the opponents of Gladstone’s 
measures. The status quo, in any case, cannot be 
prolonged in Ireland. English parties may hesi- 
tate to support him, but he has exposed all the 
aspects of this terrible problem with sincerity of 
purpose and that perception of future horizons 
that often reveals itself in the eventide of life. 


Sefior Castelar stopped, and I asked him if he 
approved of Gladstone’s land-purchase scheme 
for Ireland, and if he, like other Castilian states- 
men, considered that it smacked of State So- 
cialism? 

Alas! What might be true of other countries 
can hardly apply to Ireland and your Anglo-Saxon 
nations. In our Latin countries social landed ques- 
tions have been solved by revolutions whose acts 
or legislation have made a sort of tabula rasa. 
France has several millions of small and great land- 
ed proprietors; Great Britain has but 170,000, I be- 
lieve, and what ot Ireland? What would be State 
Socialism elsewhere is in Ireland the first attempt 
to clear away the feudai past by a pacific legal 
State interference instead of the revolution, con- 
fiscation, and spoliation that led to the horrors of 
the French Revolution. Ireland is an exception in 
more ways than one, Six centuries have not over- 
come the Celt nor made him fdrget the grievances 
ot his ancestors and his religion. After centuries 
of coercion Gladstone is virtually going to inaugu- 
rate an incomplete dualism of the Austro-Hunga- 
rian type, but the incogtiita of the future is 
whether this will satisfy._treland, even with a 
Land bill. If autonomy allows the two countries 
to work together more harmoniously, it may be for 
the good of both; but it would hardly be for their 
common interest to separate in toto. Autonomy 
may, besides, serve to stop the daring experiment- 
al legislation of British statesmen in Ireland, 
which has been raising in quick, perhaps prema- 
ture, succession 80 many questions of reform, dis- 
establishment, provincial autonomy, and State 
interference with land and the rights of property 
that English statesmen had always shown talent 
and foresight in approaching by slow stages. 

I think this the most momentous crisis in the an- 
nals of Great Britain.

The Relations Between France and the 
Vatican Strained Almost to the Snapping 
Point. 

Rome, April 14.—[ Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.)—The relations between 
France and the Vatican are again strained 
almost to the snapping point, and at any wo- 
ment one or the other may make a decision 
which will at least temporarily put a stop to 
diplomatic intercourse. Since he assumed 
office M. de Freycinet has been yielding to the 
pressure put upon him by the radical advo- 
cates for the separation of Church and 
State in France. He has accentuated 
the anti-clerical policy begun by M. 
Jules Ferry’s Article 7,“ and the expul- 
sion of the ecclesiastical communities 
and the contemptuous reception given to Car- 
dinal Guibere’s last protest against the vexa- 
tions to which the Catholic Churob is exposed 
in France bave embittered the smoldering re- 
gemment of the Vatican, and the ili-feeling bas 
been fanned by the Pope’s pro- German and Ital- 
lan counselors. On the other band, the French 
Government has not taken offense at the pro- 
jected change of relauons between Rome and 
China. Pope Leo, after anxious reflection and 
despite the objections of the Congregation of 
Extraordinary Affairs, has just resolved to treat 
directiy with the Celestial Empire in regard to 
all questions affecting the Catholicos in China 
and to withdraw the privilege of protecting 
Chinese missions from France. In principlea 
similar measure seems to have been decided 
on for Japan and Syria, while, to emphasize 
this startling change in its policy, the Vatican 
is drawing closer daily to Germany and to 
Portugal, which is to be granted important 
privileges in India. The Papal decision is not 
yet officially notified to France, but in anticipa- 
tion of a rupture I bave high eccesias- 
tical authority for stating that M. do 
Freycinet has sent Count Lefevre 
de Behaine, the French Ambassador at the 
Vatican, a letter of recall for production at a 
fitting moment. Discussing the question with 
an intimate friend and a counselor of the 
Pope yesterday I asked him what would be the 
consequence of a rupture. “It would do 
France more barm than another Commune,“ 
said he. 1 have seen a letter today from Mas- 
sawoh which says that Capt. Smith, Envoy to 
the King of Abyssinia, is beld prisoner by Ras 
Alulu.

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A BROWNING CRAZE. 
CHICAGO IN POSITION OF A CREDITA- 
BLE ONE AT LAST. 


Well-Known City People Band Themselves 
Together Pledged to Assist in Promoting 
the Study of the Mystifying Poet's Works 
—An Interesting Essay by a Well-Posted 
Student—Officers Elected and a Good 
Start inthe Way of a Membership-Roll 
Effected. 


Chicago can now boast a full-fledged Brown- 
ing Society, with a Publication Committee, 
President, Executive Board, and other officia!s, 
“exactly the same as they have in London.“ 
It was organized last evening. ‘*' Believing 
that the time has come for the organization of 
a general society to promote the study of the 
writings of Robert Browning,’’ says the cir- 
cular which calied the meeting together. the 
undersigned and others unite in calling a 
meeting to take the necessary steps 
in perfecting such an organization.“ 
Not half of “the undersigned’’ thought 
it worth while to attend, but fully 100 people, 
all of whom have possibly read some of the 
poet’s works and lived through it, assembled in 
the parlors of the Church of the Messiah in re- 
sponse to the invitation referred to, with in- 
tent to see, and possibly aid, the organization 
of the first American Browning Society wortby 
of the name. About 85 per cent of the audi- 
ence was women. 

Temporary organization was effected by the 
appointment of tke Rev. David Utter 
as Chairman and Charles Kerr as Secre- 
tary. Mr. Utter, on taking bis place behind 
a small table bestrewn with two volumes of 
Browning, a few photographic illustrations of 
scenes from Browning's works, a photograph 
ot the poet, and a copy of the rules of the Lon- 
don society, welcomed all present as fellow- 
lovers of our great poet, Browning.’’ In et- 
fecting the orvanization of a Browning soci- 
ety, he said, it had been thought expedient to 
have a little Browning mixed in, and soa 
sort of Browning program of entertainment 
had been arranged. He called on Prof. L. J. 
Block to read his paper on the Advantages 
of a Browning. Society.” Prof. Block quite 
recently came from St. Louis to assume 
the post of Principal in the Sheridan School, 
one of the institutions which the City Board 
of Education has kindly provided for the cult- 
ure of the youth of Bridgeport. It is from 
this latter post that Mr. Block gets the title of 
Professor; to an inquisitive reporter he 
said that the title was one of those honorary 
nomenciatures’’ common in the West, and that 
be would just as soon be called plain mister in 
the newspapers. The Professor's paper was a 
good, long one, and very nicely read, and 
many of the sentences were more HBrowning- 
esque than anything Canon Farrar bad; yet, to 
judge from certain yawns and smiles behind 
fans, appreciation of the Professor's effort was 
not so marked as it might have been. 

Mr. Biock, in the earlier pages of his manu- 
script, thought it phenomenal that there should 
be societies for the study of the works of a liv- 
ing poet. Societies for the study of Dante, 
Shakspeare, Goethe, and others dead and gone 
seemed reasonable, but that a money-getting, 
materialistic city like this, distant from the 
poet’s native land, should form such a 
society was one of the wonders of 
the epoch. The Professor then went on 
to defend the poet against the charges 
of “willful obscurity and artful oddity.” 
Then, apostrophizing Browning, be asked in 
disrespectful parody: Upon what meat hath 
this, our Browning, fed that he bath grown 80 
great?“ This brought him to tne meat—the 
varied schools of poetry known to literature. 
Other men, Mr. Block said, had portrayed the 
human soul, but Browning had dissected it and 
analyzed and reduced it to its original ele- 
ments. He held upon the outstretched palm 
of Art the morsel of Existence.“ Mr. Biock 
conceded that Browning did not always walk, 
he occasionally halted and stumbled, and nat- 
urally bis readers stumbled after bim. But he 
was not only the poet of today but the poet ot 
the future. 

Mr. Block went on to classify Browning’s 
poetry and thence proceeded to compare 
Browning's dramas with those of Shakspeare. 
He seemed to think Browning's greater than 
Sbakspeare’s, except that the former consisted 
of a series of monologs, each of which was an 
explanation of human motives, and conse- 
quently they could not be acted. Shakspeare’s 
could be acted; therefore the two classes of 
drama hardly came into comparative competi- 
tion. No dramatist, said Mr. Block, has a 
right to count on an audience of psychologists. 
Such subtieties as those of the Browning 
drama are for students and not 
tor the stage.“ Mr. Block concluded 
with naming several of Browning’s poems, 
pronouncing a panegyric upon each. 

The Chairman said that he had put bimself 
down for a reading, and might as well give it 
at once as call on any one else on the list; he 
wanted to keep the best wine to the iast. Mr. 
Utter then read a criticism from a volume of 
essays in which the essayist, believing that 
the more Browning a man read the less 
Browning be knew, asserted that Browning 
societies knew even less of Browning than un- 
pretentious outsiders. Mr. Utter then read 
some selections from Browning, including 
„My Last Duchess.“ 

The Rev. J Lloyd Jones then presented the 
constitution of the society, which was adopted, 
In a brief speech he said that notwithstanding 
the levity which some of you ’’—meaning, 
presumably, some of the members of 
his private Browning class, which has 
about forty pupils, most of whom were 
present—indulge in in the study of 
Browning, there was in the size of the 


, audience visible evidence to his mind of tue 


growth of an honest love of Robert Browning. 
They might call it a craze if they pleased, just 
as they might call a society for the study of 
chemistry, or of Plato, or of Shakspeare, a 
craze. Browning bad faced the problems of 
lite, and proved himself an honest interpreter 
of living men and women. There were seven 
or eight little circles in the city already study- 
ing Browning, and he hoped they would soon be 
multiphed fourfold. He showed a ** chrono- 
logical sketch’’ of the twenty-one volumes 
published by Browning, and briefly spoke of the 
advantages of operation in going over this 
vast field of literature. 

Officers were elected as follows, only a few 
of those chosen being present: President, J. 
Lloyd Jones; Vice-Presidents | West Side}, Mrs. 
W. G. McCormick; [South Side]. Mrs. Wirt 
Dexter; [North Side] Mrs. C. P. Wooley; 
Secretary, Mrs. Elien Mitchell: Treasurer, 
Mrs. Franklin MacVeagb; Directors, D. N. 
Utter, L. T. Block, Mrs. Potter Palmer, Mrs. 
Alice H. Putnam, Mrs, E. E. Moreau, Mra. Dr. 
H. A. Toiman, Miss Grace Howe, and Mrs. 
Reginald DeKoven. The object of the society 
was defined as follows: The promotion of the 
reading and study ot the works 
of Robert Browning, the publication 
of helps in such study, and other matters oal- 
culated to awaken a wider interest in the poet.

New York, April 14, 1886.— T. V. Powderly, 
Leg., G. M. W. Kk. of L.—DEAR SIR: At 12 
o'clock today I received from Mr. William 0.

LABOR’S SHARE OF PRODUCTION, 

According to the last census the total value 
of the annual increase of wealth in the 
United States is ten thousand millions of 
dollars. The statistician, Edward Atkinson, 
estimates that one thousand million dollars’ 
worth of the product is used for domestic 
consumption without ever reaching a market 
or being put on sale. This leaves nine 
thousand millions to pay all the dues owing 
to labor and capital and provide for the sup- 
port of Government, and according to Mr. 
Atkinson’s calculation the distribution of 
this vast sum is found to be: 


To estimated profit of capital 
To savings of capitalists and othe 


Gross amount of taxes 
Remainder paid to labor 


Thus labor obtains seventy-four out of the 
ninety shares left after deducting the amount 
used for domestic consumption on the farm 
or in the factory. The earnings of capital 
are comparatively insignificant when brought 
into contrast with the enormous amount paid 
for labor, and even the vast sums collected 
to pay the interest on public debts and sup- 
port local, State, and National Governments 
dwindle when compared with the fund ex- 
pended for wages. Mr. Atkinson’s figures 
are of course only estimates, but they accord 
with the accepted doctrines of political econ- 
omy and undoubtedly come very near the 
truth. 


In order to increase the large share already 
obtained by labor there must be either a 
greater amount of wealth produced or a re- 
duction of the sum expended for taxation. 
It will not do to cut down the small percent- 
age secured by capital, since that would de- 
stroy the disposition to save and impair the 
wage fund, which must be relied upon to ex- 
tend industrial development and furnish em- 
ployment for the steadily-increasing number 
of laborers. It is estimated that every $1,000 
saved and lent to others will furnish employ- 
ment for one more laborer, and hence it is 
to the interest ot workmen to have the op- 
erating fund of the industrial world as large 
as possible. Ina business open to competi- 
tion profits are not taken from wages, since 
two establishments making the same product 
must pay an equal rate of wages, al- 
though one earns handsome dividends and 
the other barely pays expenses. Profits 
result usually from superior management of 
the business and represent the amount a man 
of great business ability is able to earn over 
and above the sum secured by another who em- 
ploys the same capital and labor force. The 
man who can plan wisely, sell to the best ad- 
vantage, avoid bad debts, execute vigorously, 
face the keenest competition, and deal cour- 
ageously and sagaciously with unexpected 
dangers and emergencies are the ones who 
bring profit out of a business when persons 
of less brain-power are unable to pay ex- 
penses. Profits so won are not taken out of 
wages, but when accumulated and invested 
in reproductive enterprises they inure at 
once to the benefit of labor. 

Labor can increase its large share by great- 
er energy in the production of wealth, but it 
is scarcely conceivable how such a result can 
follow a decrease in the amount of work per- 
formed. In explaining the economic law 
governing the creation and distribution of 
wealth Prof. Walker says of workmen: 
Every improvement in their efficiency as 
laborers, whether due to quickened zeal, to 
hightened intelligence, or to greater indus- 
try, sobriety, or thrift, will serve directly to 
increase their wages.” To decrease waste 
and increase production are the infallible 
means for improving the condition of labor, 
but a shortening of the hours of production 
and keeping steam-power idle will have 
neither of these effects. There is no princi- 
ple of economic science which authorizes the 
belief that workmen will be better off when 
there is less wealth to be divided. A reduc- 
tion in the annual production of wealth will 


cause some loss to capital, but labor will suf 


ter to a greater extent, since its proportion of 
the yearly increase is so much the larger. 


THE STATE MILITIA CAMP. 

The location of the permanent State mi- 
litia camp at Springfield is not only a serious 
mistake but one which should be corrected 
immediately by Gov. Oglesby, as the re- 
sponsibility rests upon him. Whatever 
pressure may have been brought to bear upon 
the commission in making its seléction we do 
not know, and it is of little consequence any- 
way. The Governor had the final decision, 
and it is apparent to any one that he 
made it without giving the question proper 
consideration or sufficiently taking into ac- 
count the welfare and comfort of the troops 
or the best interests of the State. 

The first object to be considered is the 
health of the militia. That is paramount to 
every other consideration, especially as the 
camp is to be a permanent one. The pro- 
posed location is a low plain where the troops 
will have to go through drill and practice, 
exposed to furious prairie winds and an in- 
tensely hot sun, with not even the compen- 
sation of coolness at night or good water to 
drink. To the troops from Northern III. 
nois—and they constitute the majority of 
the command—such a locality will be ex- 
tremely dangerous, and it goes without say- 
ing that inside of a week drilling on the hot 
prairie and drinking the miserable Sangamon 
River water will fill the hospital with ex- 
hausted soldiers, not to mention the danger 
from sunstrokes. It would seem asif the 
absurdity of going 200 miles south in the 
hottest period of the year for military exer- 
cise would have been apparent to the Govern- 
or at once; even if there had been no other 
argument against it. The site at Waukegan, 
on the other hand, lies upon a high bluff 
overlooking Lake Michigan. It is cool, dry, 
and healthy. The water from the lake 
is miles away from any possibility of con- 
tamination by sewage, and is absolutely pure, 
and the same vast sheet of water sends its 
breezes across the bluffs, tempered to a de- 
lightful coolness and full of health and tonic. 
It is the kind of weather the Northern troops 
are accustomed to and the kind those from 
the southern part of the State ought to enjoy 
in the hot summer days. Sptingfield is not 
a place of summer resort. All who can get 
away leave there in summer to escape its 
heat and general discomfort, The Chicago 
militia and those. from the northern part of 
the State, Comprising at least three-fourths of 
the whole number, ‘will be justified in de- 
clining to go to Springfield, where inevitable 
and dangerous sickness must be the result of 
this unwise selection: : 

From no other point of view does the 
Springfield site commend itself, The Wauke- 
gan location can be had free of charge for 
five years, with the option of lease or pur- 
chase at the end of that time, while the 
Springfield grounds must be bought outright, 
thus committing the State instead of having 
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tire paraphernalia, in fact, must be ‘procured 
in Chicago, adding to the other expenses a 
heavy bill of freight. The mileage to Spring- 
field is very much greater than to Waukegan, 
which involves needless waste of time as well 
as of money. Large numbers of the troops 
in the northern part of the State cannot get 
to Springfield at all without first coming here. 
There is not an argument that will sustain 
the choice of Springfield, and the Governor 
should overrule it at once. He should re- 
member he is Governor of something more 
than Springfield, and that there are other 
people in Illinois besides the politicians and 
hotelkeevers of the Capital whose wishes 
should be consulted in this matter. Chicago 
has no claim to put forward, and consequent- 
ly no jealousy in the matter. If she had 
wanted the encampment she would have of- 
fered her South Park, the finest location in 
the State. All that she asks is that the 
health of the militia shall not be endangered, 
and that the State shall not be put to an 
unnecessary expense of locating this camp at 
Springfield, when other localities, especially 
that at Waukegan, are infinitly better in 
every respect. 


OHIO DEMOCRATS AND FREE WOOL. 

Since the minority report of the Ways and 
Means Committee was submitted there are 
dire threats of political upheavals in Ohio 
if any Democratic Congressman dares to 
favor putting wool on the free list. Similar 
predictions were made after the reduction of 
the duty on wool three years ago. ‘The Ohio 
Democrats promised to restore the old rate 
but faileu to do it, and yet asa result of all 
the clamor the Republicans in Ohio never 
gained a vote on the wool question. Dem- 
ocratic wool-growers who were angry at 
their party for its failure to restore the 
duty voted the straight ticket just the same, 
and the Republicans gained nothing by the 
attempt to make the wool question a politic- 
al issue. The effect will be the same this 
time. Col. Morrison may rest assured that 
he can count on the fingers of his hands all 
the Ohio Democrats who will desert their 
party if he succeeds in putting wool on the 
free list. Wool-growing, even in Ohio, is 
simply an incident of ordinary farming, 
sheep being used to keep down weeds and 
eat grass in the fence corners, and the aboli- 
tion of the duty on wool will not be a mat- 
ter serious enough to affect the party fealty 
of the Bourbons. Putting wool on the free 
list will cause a great cry in certain hilly, 
sheep-growing parts of Ohio, but very little 
if any change in the election returns. The 
political consequences of such a move are 
not worth considering. 

Besides, it is by no means clear that a 
removal of the duty would affect the price of 
the wool produced in Ohio. If all kinds of 
foreign wools could be brought into this 


country tree it would enormously stimulate 


the manufacture of woolen goods and in- 
crease the demand for domestic wools to 
mix with the foreign article in producing 
varieties of cloth. The manufacture in this 
country is now practically restricted to the 
use of domestic wools, and the finer cloths 
produced by mixing different qualities are 
imported, chiefly from England, which en- 
joys free wool. It is entirely reasonable to 
expect that if the woolen factories of this 
country were put on the same footing as 
those in England, and permitted to use all 
kinds and combinations of raw material, the 
business would so increase that the demand 
for the home product would be as great as 
at present, and perhaps greater. Woolen 
goods valued at $46,000,000 were imported 
into this country last year, and the largest 
part of this manufacture might just as well 
be conducted in the United States if ail 


grades of wools were admitted free of duty. 


If wool were put on the free list it would 
not be surprising if the result would be an 
increase in the price of domestic wools, 
which would then be in great demand for 
mixing with foreign wools, 

But even if American wool would be some- 
what cheapened by taking off the duty, there 
is no reason Why the interest of a handful of 
wool-growers in Ohio and Western Virginia 
should be preferred to that of the 60,000,000 
people who buy woolen goods. Nine farm- 
ers out of ten are not producers of wool, but 
all farmers buy woolen goods. Even in the 
hill counties of Ohio and West Virginia 
wool-growing is not an exclusive pursuit, 
but an incident of ordinary farming, while in 
other portions of the country sheep are raised 
chiefly for their flesh and are sold to the 
butcher and not kept for shearing. If the 
proposition to put wool on the free list could 
be submitted to a popular vote if would no 
doubt be carried by a majority of millions of 
votes, and perhaps even then the wool-growers 
would learn in a few years that they made a 
mistake in taking the negative. Wool should 
be one of the first articles added to the free 
list. The present duty on wool is an ur just 
tax on every man, woman, and child in the 
United States except a few thousand wool- 
growers and it is at least doubtful whether 
its abolition would not be a benefit even to 
them. 


GLADSTONE MAY SUCCEED. 

It begins to look as though Mr. Gladstone 
may be able to carry his home-rule scheme 
in a modified form through the House of 
Commons at least. The opposition is di- 
vided, and while the discordant elements 
composing it have been trying to reconcile 
their views as to the best way to defeat him 
the Grand Old Man” has been perfecting 
his plans, strengthening his position, and 
bringing the dissatisfied Liberals to think 
more kindly of his proposals. He gained an 
important advantage ‘Tuesday night when 
the Home-Rule bill was introduced and read 
a first time without opposition. The 
Tories would undoubtedly have opposed it 
if they dared. But after counting noses 
they found that they had not enough votes to 
justify them inchallenging a division. The 
home-rule babe was permitted to be born 
without attempt at strangulation by the Tory 
doctors. It is a thriving infant, and may 
survive the teething time—the second read- 
ing. The action of the Commons Tuesday 
affirms the fact that the Irish self-govern- 
ment problem is ripe for solution and admits 
the necessity for immediate solution. It only 
remains to determine what form it shall take. 
Mr. Gladstone has offered the plan, which 
will be discussed in all its details for the next 
three weeks. Amendment and modification 
will be suggested, and the suggestions will 
be duly weighed and considered. The Pre- 
mier will not insist that every clanse of the 
original bill shall be adopted. He does not 
consider the one providing for the exclusion 
of the Irish members from Westminster vital. 
This was one of the weak spots of his bill, 
An amendment according the Irish repre- 
sentation in the Imperial Parliament pro- 
portionate to their revenue contribution will 
no doubt be substituted. .The part of 
the bill dealing with the ¢onstitution 
of the Irish Parliament will also be modi- 
fied. The existence in the same chamber of 
two orders elected on différent franchises 
and representing diverse views would bea 
source of continual would in- 
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present franchise being maintained for a time 
at least. The adoption of such a scheme for 
the new Parliament would be a guarantee 
that the Protestant minority and the large 
taxpayers would be amply protected in their 
privileges, rights, and property. The contri- 
bution to the Imperial Treasury should be 
based on the annual needs of the Empire. A 
fixed sum will not do. There is need of 
more elasticity on this point. It is safe to 
calculate that some satisfactory solution of 
these difficulties will be, reached during the 
next three weeks, and that Mr. Gladstone 
will come back to Parliament after the 
Easter holidays encouraged by the indorse- 
ment of his general plan which the British 
constituencies will in the meantime pro- 
nounce, 

His position will be further strengthened by 
the fact that his opponents cannot agree on 


any plan to meet the Irish difficulty. Mr. 


Trevelyan’s scheme of county government 
has been laughed out of existence. Mr. 
Chamberlain’s federation proposals are not 
very much different from Mr. Gladstone’s 
scheme, but his proposal to suspend evictions 
has demoralized the Irish Tory contingent. 
Lord Hartington wants firmness, whatever 
that may mean, while Mr. Goschen advocates 
coercion, and some of the Tories want the 
same. But coercion is out of the question. 
it would hardly aid In the solution of the 
Irish difficulty if British soldiers were em- 
ployed to evict 500,000 Irish tenants 
who, according to the London Times, 
Sir James Caird, and other orthodox 
Tory authorities, are utterly unable to 
pay any rent, to imprison the Parnellite 
members of Parliament, half the Irish priests 
and Roman Catholic Bishops, and at least 
two Archbishops—Dr. Croke and Dr. Walsh 
—to fill the jails with suspects or offenders, 
and to keep the gallows busy—and that is 
what thorough coercion with a new Crom- 
well would mean it the British Parliament 
should vote coercion and the new Cromwell, 
or Lord Wolseley, were ready to administer 
it. But there can be no coercion. Mr. 
Chamberlain has repeatedly declared that 
under no circumstances will he assent to 
coercion,” and without the aid of Chamber- 
lain the Tories, Goschenites, and Harting- 
tonites could never form a Government. Mr. 
Gladstone’s speech of Tuesday night 
opened several ways by which the 
Birmingham Radical may get back 
Wunder the old umbrella.“ He will 
probably get in out of the rain unnoticed. 
Joseph Arch’s declaration in favor of the 
„Grand Old Man shows quite clearly that 
the democratic masses of England favor 
home rule. Arch counts for 100 votes 
where Chamberlain counts for one. But the 
miners’ representatives, Bradlaugh and 
Labouchére—in tact, every Radical of influ- 
ence outside of the Chamberlain family party 
—have declared for a settlement of the Irish 
question generally on the lines laid down by 
Mr. Gladstone. If the Premier’s scheme 
for the settlement of the Irish land difficulty, 
which he will introduce and explain tomor- 
row night, shall turn out to be satisfactory; 
if it does not seriously threaten John Bull’s 
pocket; it he can convince England that 
Ireland will bear the whole expense of ex- 
propriating her worthless and idle class 
—the home-rule scheme will certainly suc- 
ceed and Mr. Gladstone will find himself at 
the head of a united, harmonious Liberal- 
Radical party, having a majority of fifty ih 
the Commons. opposed to a disunited, badly- 
led, and much-disgruntled combination of 
Tories and aristocratie Whigs. 


Tne brief sketches of the New York 
boodle Aldermen published in Toe TripuNE 
yesterday seem to constitute rather familiar 
reading.

Mo- 
Cabe and Duffy have been contractors—next 
to being a groggery-keeper, the fact of being 
a contractor is the highest Democratic quali- 
fication for municipal office in New York and 
Chicago. Fullgraff and Sayles seem to 
have been accidents, and McQuade is only a 
junk-dealer and Maurice Flynn’s man. The 
grog-dealers are well represented in Mr. 
Martine’s list,“ and so are the men of in- 
flooence.”” When, by the way, will Mr. 
Grinnell begin to put some of our own bood- 
lers on his list—some of our Maurice Flynn’s 
men, some of the Aldermanic groggery-keep- 
ers who are powers in their wards ’’?

Boycotters Boycotted. 

In one instance at least boycotting has 
turned upon the boycotters aud rent them. A 
little woman—little women are always danger- 
ous—named Mrs. Gray runs a bakery on Hud- 
son street in New York City, a small affair, 
giving work to four or five men, out of which 
she has managed to support herself ana her 
children. She is a quiet, hard-working little 
woman, strictly attending to business, know- 
ing little and caring little for the great labor 
question of the day, as her own personal labor 
question claims all her attention. The little 
woman and her little shop are now the centre 
of assault by the Knights of Labor. It is 
about a thousand to one—but the one is a 
plucky little woman who knows her rights and 
is going to have them, too, if there is any 
virtue in grit. 

Mrs. Gray’s four employés are not members 
of the Bakers’ Union, but she pays them union 
wages. She was called upon by representa- 
tives of the union and was ordered to dis- 
charge them. She positively refused, and told 
them she would shut up ber shop first. Then 
a * boycott ’’ was ordered, and the great labor 
organization of New York laid siege to the lit- 
tle woman and her pie-shop. Circulars were 
sent to all her customers warning them not to 
trade with her, and twelve great hulks of fel- 
lows were stationed in front of her store to in- 
timidate people and prevent them from buy- 
ing. Some of the regular customers were in- 
duced to go elsewhere, and at first she lost 
money, but she pluckily held the fort. When 
it became generally known that this little 
woman was fighting against such odds public 
sympathy was aroused in her bebalf and the 
places of the regular customers were supplied 
by a multitude of irregular ones from all parts 
of the city, who went out of their 
way to trade with her. The papers es- 
poused her cause, and soon business 
poured in at a rate that severely taxed her re- 
sources. People came from Harlem, Fifth 
avenue, and Brooklyn to encourage her to 
keep up the fight and not de bulidozed into 
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bread. It is said that several old fellows come 
regularly and load themselves up with pies 
which they give away to the children in the 
vicinity. Her mail brings her money contri- 
butions which she is to fill out with bread for 
the charitable institutions. Crocker, the mill- 
jonaire President of the Southera Pacific, re 
lieved his mind by sending her $50 and order- 
ing her to send bread to that amount to the 
poor. Business has increased so fast that she 
has had to double the number of her em- 
ployés, and if the boycotters only hold out 
long enough she will soon be in a position to 
retire from business with a nice tortune. The 
newspapers are helping ber right gallantly. 
The World urges people to patronize ber, and 
the Post calls upon the District Attorney to 
bring every one of the boycotters before the 
grand jury for conspiracy, libel, and bjack- 
mail. Other papers are dai printing ac 
knowledgments of money received for her. In 
a word, the public of New York City is boycot- 
ting the boycotters. 


Ir is rather strange that as yet no bill has 
been introduced in Congress to pension the 
survivors of the war in East St. Louis.

The Austrian Reichsrath has armed the 
Government with an enormous repressive power 
over suspected Socialists and Rerolutionists.

The ruling mother of the Prince, after having de- 
clared that she will put her son in prison, send his 
wife to a convent, and turn his children out doors, 
suddenly on seeing them begs her son to come with 
her and put an end to the solitude from which she 
has suffered for ten years. In these short and con- 
densed pages there are passages of wonderful 
beauty (says the Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times) exhibiting a deep feeling for nature, 
an infinit love of children, an unlimited tenderness 
tor all who suffer for the sake of love.

The struggle between gas and electricity 
as means of lighting has reached a new stage in 
the invention of Dr. Auer of Welsbach, Austria, a 
young Vienna chemist who has been experiment- 
ing at Prof. Lieben’s laboratory. The principle of 
Dr. Auer’s invention is no new one. Every one 
knows the Drummond light, in which a cylinder of 
lime is brought to incandescence by a burning 
mixture of hydrogen and oxygen. But in all pro- 
vious attempts of this kind a température was 
required too high for ordinary use. Dr. Auer has 
found a substance—the composition of which he 
unfortunately keeps a secret—which becomes in- 
candescent at the temperature of a Buns qu burner. 
His lamp consists of such a burner. surrounded by 
a common lamp-cylinder, in the fame of which 18 
hung a hollow cylinder of thin “organtine” im- 
pregnated with a metallic salt solution. By 
the action of the flame the organic matter of the 
“ organtine”’ is destroyed; the salt is converted 
into an oxide, and a white, very elastic, porous 
cylinder remains, which becomes incandescent. 
Dr. Auer's lamp has given, according to recent 
measurements, a luminous power of twenty

IRE MINNEAPOLIS MILLS. 


A Review of Their Work for a Week—The 
Flour Market Dall. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 14.—In its week- 

ly review of the work of the mills the North- 


western Miller of Friday will sav: 

Twenty mills reported a flour output last week, 
and, though a day or two was lost by several of 
the larger ones, the flour production did not fall 
off much. Thetetal amount manufactured was 
123,200 barrels, averaging 20.500 daily, against 
129,100 the preceding week and 132,200 the corre- 
sponding period in 1885. There has been quite & 
change since Saturday as to the number of mills 
running. The water-power was all that could be 
desired, but the flour market was decidedly dull. 
Several of the milis shut down Saturday and yes- 
terday, At noon today sixteen were in operation, 
the maximum capacity being 25,000 barreis. The 
output is 19,500 barrels. The mills running are not 
being crowded. Receipts of wheat for the week, 
$16,900 bushels; shipments, 65,400; flour, 117,271 
barrels; milistuffs, 4,275 tons; in store here, 
4,922,728 bushels; at Duluth, 6,921,476; St, Paul, 
1,020,000.

$3, but in doing so he was also induced to 
sign a contract setting forth that the Com- 
mercial Exchange agreed to secure bim a aitu- 
ation of some kind, and he bound himself to 
pay an additional $2 out of the first month's 
wages. This would be all well enough, but the 

agency does not guarantee any work, and a 

clause is slipped in at the end expressly stipu- 

lating that if no employment is found the 

agency will insert one advertisement in a 

leading paper —it would probably cost as 

much as 20 cents, as the advertisements of the 
place are inserted ina penny evening sbeet— 
and in lieu of this specious promise the appli- 
cant distinctly relinquishes all claim to the 
money advanced.

The re- 
port was adopted. 

After the adoption of a constitution for the 
governance of the American Fishery Society 
more papers were read, the most interesting of 
which was that by Herschel Whitaker on the 
“Michigan Graylmg.” The grayling, the pa- 
per stated, was a native of Michigan and had 
never been found elsewhere in the country. | 
The Au Sable and Manistee Rivers were men- 
tioned as the most famous for this fish, and in the 
Boardman, Boyne, and Jordan Rivers the trout 
had taken its place. it was mentioned that 
unlike the trout it was found in the swift rippie 
and shallow places, and that when hooked it 
did not try to retreat, but frequently jumped 
out of the water in its efforts to escape. At- 
tention was first directed to the grayling in 
1855, at which time they were so plentiful that 
people captured them with ordinary baskets. 
The rapid disappearance of this fish was ac- 
counted for by its inability to overcome the 
log running and the vicious attacks of the 
trout. The paper concluded by pointing out 
how artificial propagation of the grayling 
could be carried to success, and with the sug- 
gestion that it was more desirable than the 
trout. Some of those present thought the 
trout was the more desirable, and after an ex- 
change of opinions on this subject the noon 
adjournment was taken. The members then 
went in a body to the Citrus Fair, where they 
spent an hour or so. 

At the afternoon meeting Mr. N. K. Fair- 
bank gave a detailed account of his efforts to 
stock Lake Geneva, Wis., with salmon trout, 
stating that he bad placed 500,000 good healthy 
fry in the waters each year for the last five 
years, but that no results were obtained. He 
thought the fry had been starved to death, and 
drew the inference that before the iake could 
be stocked some kind of food would have to 
be provided until the fry were large enough to 
feed on other fish. He stated that he had tried 
a similar experiment with the wall-eyed pike, 
and that be bad placed 2,500,000 whitefishin the 
lake also, but that no success had been met 
with. He thought it the proper thing to first 
determine if water to which certain kinds of 
fish were not indigenous contained anything 
that would have a tendency to destroy them, 
stating that a large amount of money might be 
saved if this were done, as no fry would be 
placed where they could not exist. 

A. P. Bartlett outlined the work the IIIinois 
Fish Commission was domg with carp. He 
said there were 6,000 fish ponds in the State. 
and that in onecase of which he knew carp 
bad been grown to a weight of twenty-five 
pounds. He said the annual product of fish 
foodin the State was 10,000,000 pounds and 
that its cost to the people was being gradualiy 
lessened. 

After a long discussion a resolution 
was adopted, declaring it to be the sense 
of the meeting that the public good of the 
States bordering on the chain of Upper Lakes 
would be best served by the establishment of 
fish hatcheries for the propagation of the 
spawn of whitefish and lake trout, and pledg- 
ing the society to urge Congressional Represen- 
tatives and Senators to obtain an appropria- 
tion at the present session to be devoted to 
this purpose. 

The society then adjourned to meet at Wasb- 
ington May 12, 13, and 14, 1887. 


THE SUNKEN OREGON, 


A Diver Examines the Wreck of the Ill- 
Fated Steamship. 

New Tonk. April 14.—The first thing the 

diver that went down to the wreck of the Ore- 

gon saw last Friday was a huge crack in the

hull of the vessel, about twenty-five feet for 


ward of the bridge, on the port side of her. At 
the top this measured eighteen feet and about 
three-quarters of the way down about twelve 
feet. The hull of the afterpart is twisted out 
of line with the forward part, which goes to 
show that the vessel sheered over as she went 
down and broke. The diver struck this divis- 
ion at the keel, where it measured about five 
feet, and climbing up its ragged edges he 
got to the top and made his measure- 


ments of its position. Jammed in 
the crack he found ar iron ladder 
and one of the forward davits. The 


ship bad broken in two exactly between 
hatches Nos. 2 and 3, and the line, of breakage 
on ber port side runs down prettystraight; the 
starboard side has not yet been examined. The 
diver descended again, and twenty-five feet 
aft of this and in a line with the forward part 
of the bridge he found the hole from which the 
vessel sank. This was covered with canvas, 
and its examination was postponed to the next 
day. Saturday the diver found that the can- 
vas extended over the hole and was secured by 
two cords running under the keel and five 
cords attached to the rail. Cutting this away 
showed a break which commenced twelve feet 
above the main deck, extending down about 
six feet, and three feet and a half wide. The 
iron sides of the vessel bad been bulged right 
in, and had even smashed a part of the cargo 
—probably iron or steel—of the shape of the 
boxes, but were not sufficiently broken to 
show the contents. The top of the break 
takes in two of the deadlights, and just for- 
ward of it is one of the coal chutes. 

„Did you find anything near the wreck?"’ 
asked a reporter of Messrs. Merritt’s represent- 
ative. 

„No, we didn’t find anytbing there, We ex-

** None at all. The hole appears as though 
it might have been made by the crown of an 
anchor. And another thing, along the middle 
line, both tore and aft, we find long scratches 
which havetorn off the paint, as though the 
fluke of an anchor had scratched along the 
sbip's side.

TWELVE HUNDRED MEN ON STRIKE. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex,, April 12.—Twelve hun- 
dred and thirty-two laborers in the employ of 
Jacob Marshall, contractor for street improve 
mente, struck this morning for $1.25 per day, 
eight hours to constitute aday’s work. The 
men had been receiving $1 for a day’s labor of 
ten hours, The contractor informed the men 
that it was impossible to comply with their de- 
mand, as he had taken the contract estimating 
labor at $1 per day of ten hours, and that to 
accede to their wishes would entail a heavy 
joss on him. The strikers then proceeded to 
Powder Hill and compelled the men working 
there to throw down their picks.

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How the Original Cession Increased to 

Immense Proportions. 

WALLACE, N. M., Aprii 10.—The Cafiada de 
Ancha claim, previously described, had a basis 
of fact as the starting point on which to build 
the daring raid on Government lands projected 
by the promoters of the scheme to get posses- 
sion of over 200,000 acres instead of 131 acres, 
the legitimate amount of the original Spanish 
grant. The Caiiada de Cochiti claim, which 
will now be considered, is lacking even in the 
siender thread ot legitimacy on which the Caii- 
ada de Ancha claim is based. 

In July, 1882, this claim was filed in the Sur- 
veyor-General's office at Santa Fé, and it is 
founded upon an alleged grant to Antonio 


Lucero, dated Aug. 2, 1728, by Bustamente, 
then the civil and military Governor of New 
Mexico, as the representative of the King of 
Spain. The tract claimed is a piece of land 
upon the mesa of Cochiti, “to pliant thereon 
and on said piece of land to cultivate ten 
fanegas of wheat and two of corn, and to 
pasture my small stook and horse herd; and 
bounded on the north by the old Pueblo of 
Cochiti, and on the east by. the Dei Norte 
River, and on the south by lands of the natives 
of said Pueblo, and on the west by the Jemer 
Mountains.” The 25thof August, 1883, Mr. 
Atkinson, then Surveyor-Genera! of this Ter- 
ritory, gave his opinion in the case, denying 
the validity of the grant as bounded, but ap- 
proving of the claim for such of the land as 
bad been in the actual and bona fide posses- 
sion of the heirs of Lucero. 


Surveyor Pullen's Action. 

The 19th of February, 1885, Mr. Pullen, 
the new Surveyor-General, issued instructions 
to bis deputies for the survey of the grant in 
accordance with the boundary calis previously 
recited, and in disregard of the opipion of Mr. 
Atkinson. These instructions were submitted 
to the Land Commissioner at Washington, who 
approved them, and thus practically overruled 
the decision of Mr. Atkinson, which, it is un- 
derstood, he had no right to do. Mr. Pul- 
len then proceeded to survey the tract, and 
forwarded the report of his proceedings to the 
Land-Office at Washington. 
against the report by certain interested par- 
ties, on the strength of which the case bas been 
returned to the present Surveyor-General, Mr. 
Julian, for reéxamination. The question of 
the vaiidity of the alleged original grant should 
have first been considered prior to the issuing 
of an order for survey 

In support of their title the claimants, 
Messrs. J. P. and J. G. Whitney, put forward 
what purports to be a certified copy of the 
original grant papers. In the petition of the 
grantee the lands are described as already re- 
cited, but there is no description of them in 
the decree of the Governor making the grant. 
The Alcalde is directed to make an examina- 
tion ot the land ‘‘citing the natives of the Pu- 
ebios and others who may live near by, and 
there being no opposition and there being no 
prejudice to — third party having a better 
right, the grant is made to him,” etc. It also 
declares that he (the Alcaide) shall settle the 
same within the time the royal ordinances pre- 
scribe. .. And said possession being 
given he will return the original so as to fur- 
nish a duplicate.“ The Alcalde's report does 
not show that he notified the Indians or any 
one else of the decree of the Governor General, 
nor are the lands described, but only referred 
to as “the lands expressed and mentioned 
in this graut.“ No evidence of its existence 
is to be found in the archives of the Mexi- 
can Government, but a portion of what is 
claimed to be the original petition is present- 
ed, of which the concluding part and the sig- 
nature of the person executing it are wanting. 
The papers ciaimed to be the original bear the 
Sume date as that of the grant, and the records 
of the New Mexico Surveyor-General’s Office 
show only that Bustamente was the Governor 
of New Mexico in 1728. 

What Are the Facts? 

There is really no evidence that the land was 
ever granted to Lucero. A cat would not be 
hanged on such testimony. The copy of the 
alleged original was, it is claimed, made by 
Juan Antonio Cabresa de Baca the 30th of De- 
cember, 1817, and, although the signature ap- 
pears to be genuine and your correspondent 
bas ascertained that the said De Baca was an 
Alcalde in the first part of the present century, 
there is a provision of the Spanish law which 
prohibits him from authenticating such a docu- 
ment. The United States Supreme Court has 
also rendered a decision which covers the 
case: “Whenever, therefore, a 
claims title to lands in California under a 
Mexican grant the general rule- is that 
the grant must be found in the proper 
office among the public archives. This is the 
highest and best evidence. . But in 
order to maintain a title by secondary evidence 
the claimant must show to the satisfac of 
the court—first, that the grant was obtained 
and made in the manner required at some for- 
mer time ana recorded in the proper public 
office; second, that the papers in that office, or 
some of them, have been lost or destroyed; 
and, third, he must support this proof by 
showing that within a reasonable time after 
the grant was made there was a judicial sur- 
vey of the land and actual possession by bim. 
by acts of ownership exercised over it.“ 
(United States vs. Castro et al., 24 How., 346.) 
Aside from the want of legal validity of the 
title of this swindling claim, there are other 
facts of a convincing nature to indicate the 
preposterous nature of the attempted steal. 
The alleged grantee, Lucero, petitioned for a 
piece of land to plant thereon, and on said piece 
of land to cultivate ten fanegas of wheat and 
two of corn, and to pasture my small stock and 
horse herd.“ This is all that be, it is claimed, 
asked, and it is not to be presumed that the 
grant covered any more. 

How the Original Area Was Increased. 


The area of the land thus asked for, accord- 
ing to a careful calculation, would only be 
about thirty-two acres. According to the 
nervy claim of the people behind the Cochiti 
grant. so called, the Spanish Governor-General 
granted to Lucero 104,554 acres, or a little 
more than 163 square miles. The present 
claimants ask the Government of the United 
States to believe this preposterous romance. 
Common sense is thereby set at defiance. As 
in the case of the Gonzales claim, previously 
related, the deputy surveyors who surveyed 
the Cochiti claim took evidence themselves, 
and the only evidence as to the alleged bound- 
aries of the . 7 are the affidavits of three 
persons filled Gut upon blanks furnished by 
the Surveyor-General’s office. They were at- 
tested before one of the surveyors—‘ Jacob F. 
Ladener, United States Deputy Surveyor.’’ 
Feb. 6, 1884, the Commissioner of the General 
Land-Office, in order tu check the knavish 
tendencies of certain contracting deputy sur- 
veyors of the public lands, decided that a dep- 
uty mineral surveyor could not act as Notary 
Public in a case in which be had made the 
survey. Another difflicuity in the way of 
the legality of the Cochiti viaim is the 
ancient Spanish law probibiting the granting 
of large tracts of land in fee for pasturage. 
Only the usutruct of such tracts were ever 
granted, constituting no more than a tenancy at 
will or life estate, as previously mentioned in 
connecnon with the, Gonzales claim. To add 
to the legal discomfiture of the claimants of 
the old Cochiti lands, another difficulty is 
ahead. Since the date of this alleged grant 
sundry grants have been, it is alleged, made 
of portions of the lands composing it. In 1788 
and 1798 the Cafion San Diego grants were 
made. In 1742 the Ramon Vigel grant, in 1768 
the Nerio Antonio Montoya grant, and in 1780 
the Los Frijoles grant. Allof these, in whole 
or in part, were carved out of the tract of 
land claimed in this case, and they covera 
large proportion of it. These grants were 
made by the same authority upon which the 
claimants rely in the Cochiti case now under 
consideration, and they show that the Spanish 
Government did not recognize the existence of 
any prior claims. The question of the validity 
of these other claims to the territory or a por- 
tion of itis not raised here, although it may 
be sa'd that there is as much evidence in favor 
of them, and perhaps more, than in the case 
of the Cochiti affair. 

Duty of Congress. 

In the matter of land tities in New Mexico 
perjury and the subornation of perjury have 
been so frightfully common that the honest in- 
vestigator stands appalled at the prodigious 
amovnt of crime which confronts him. The 
settlement of land tities by oral testimony, 
when witnesses ignorant of or indifferent to 
the sanctity of an oath—as in the case of a 
large portion of the lower class Mexican popula- 
tion—can readily be found, is a proceed 
which can only be defended in rare cases an 
when every effurt to procure documentary 
proof bas been made. Some of the persons in- 
terested in this Cochiti claim ior 102,541 acres 
of the public lands may have been acting in 
good faith, but the merits of the case are not 
uffected thereby. The Whitney brothers,

TAXATION OF PYTHIAN PROPERTY 


Important Opinion of Attorney - General 
Hord of Indiana. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 14.—]|Special.|— 
For the benefit of Assessors and other officials 
interested Attorney-General Hord has given 
an opinion on the question, „Is the property 
ot Knights of Pythias, the Order of Elks, and 
the Odd-Fellows exempt from taxation?” 
Judge Hord says that the statute exempting 
property from taxation because of its use for 
charitabie and benevolent purposes must be 
strictiy construed. Where exemption rrom 
taxation is granted for property used and set 
apart for charitable purposes it covers 
only such property as may de deid 
or occupied for such purposes, and 


‘not to property leased for business 


purposes, or diverted to secular use for gain. 
The use in order to come within the terms of 
the exemption must be directly in aid of the 
charitable purpose. In considering, in a gen- 
eral way, the subject of taxing such organiza- 
tions, the opinion makes the following points: 


1. A corporation for business purposes, although 
such purposes may incidentally contemplate be- 
nevolent results, is not a charitabie institution 
within the meaning of the law. 

2. A beneticiul society whose benefits and benev- 
olence are confined exclusively to its contributing 
members, is not an association for charitable uses. 

3. A charitable institution to be exempt from 
taxation must be purely charitable. A good char- 
itable use is public, not in the sense that it must 
be executed openly in public, but in the terms of 
being so general and indefinit in its objects as to 
be deemed of common benefit.
